Newspapers, radio and those who took merely a quick glance at th* 
return* of Tuesday’* primaries hailed the result as a major victory tot 
Harold Staasen. 
Closer inspection of the vote raises considerable quc*tlon of jus: 
how much of a victory the Minnesota hopeful can properly claim. There 
are many angles to the matter which are worth studying 
Most obvious point about the Staasen showing is that, after a more- 
or-le*a "all out" fight here. Involving many pernonat appearance*, active 
organlsatloual work on his behalf, and a reported taut-minute postcard 
drive. Stsssen was able to bring out only .1 per cent of the potential vote 
In hi* support. 
Ile polled approximately 76.000 preferential votes for the Repub­ 
lican nomination There are two and a half million registered Repuh- 
Means who. lf they had been sufficiently interested, might have voted 
for Stassen. 
Without attempting to pats judgment on the Minnesotan’* qualifica­ 
tions, It certainly Is obvious that a S per cent turnout is far from a land­ 
slide. aud leaves room for question of whether it cannot be construed 
as a rebuff Just aa easily aa an Indorsement. 
Moreover, the Staasen vote was extremely spotty, In three counties 
where Intensive Stasaen activity went on. he received strong majorities, 
lf the majority from any of these three ie left out. then Staasen and 
Dewey were neck and neck In the rest of the State, lf they are all elimi­ 
nated. then Dewey won hands down elsewhere. 
As a matter of fact. the moat striking fact which contes to light when 
the returns are studied Is that Dewey, who did virtually nothing here. 
t arried a great deal more of the State than Staasen, despite the latter * 
Intensive drive. 
Dewey carried 37 counties, and Stassen only 13. according to the un­ 
official returns. Staasen ran atrongly In Philadelphia. Allegheny aud 
.Montgomery. Philadelphia, of course, la the "stamping ground’* of Jay 
( mike,.who has been working Ut the Job of managing Stassen'* Pennsyl­ 
vania affairs. Took# was Republican City Committeeman in Philadelphia 
for years, has thousands of personal friends there, and ought to have 
•delivered*’ In the metropolis lf anywhere. The Main Line c«niiiiiunitles 
have the same type of Interest In the Staasen campaign that they had 
In the Winkle drive eight years ago. 
Staasen, who carried the state by about 5000, over Dewey, carried 
Philadelphia by 7000, Therefore be was 2000 behind Dewey iii the re st 
of the Stale. 
He carried Allegheny and Montgomery counties by 4000 each, so that 
lf either is eliminated, the rest of the state becomes a foto-flnlsli with 
the New Yorker. 
In counties where nothing was done to develop Interest In either 
Staasen or Dewey, the Minnesotan was snowed under by Governor Dewey.
